Buy spare ribs and place a good 
stuffing on one and cover with the oth 
er, surround with potatoes nnd onions, 
basting all frequently while roasting.

W ashington, April 1 0 — In a report 
which Im pugns tbe m otives 
of 
the 
president of the United States, chal­ 
lenges the veracity of S ecretary Stlm 
son and discredits the ability and ex­ 
perience of Gen. Ix o n a rd Wood, ehlel 
of staff, the house com m ittee on mili­ 
tary affairs came to the defense 
of 
former Adjt Gen. Fred C. Ainsworth 
and charges that a 
conspiracy 
be­ 
tween Rtlmson and Wood forced Alns- 
wrfrth out of office at a time 
when 
his services were most needed by his 
country. 
Cha rges Accusa tion« W ere Bolstered. 
C harging 
that 
the 
accusations 
against General Ainsworth had been 
bolstered up to secure his removal and 
that the language used by the officer 
tn his com m unications had been to r­ 
tured, m isrepresented nr 
suppressed 
by S ecretary Stlmson, the report con­ 
tinued: 
"The secretary of war in his letter 
of February 14, 1912, addressed 
to 
the ad jutan t general of the arm y, uses 
language m ore lntemt>ornte and less 
justifiable than any which your com ­ 
m ittee has been able to find In the 
Ainsworth papers, or which has been 
quoted by the secretary of war. 
“The 
secretary 
charges 
General 
Ainsworth with Impugning the fnlr- 
ness and Intelligence of the secretary 
of war, with criticizing and question­ 
ing the m ilitary capacity, experience. 
Intelligence, 
fair-mindedness, 
honor 
and good faith of officers of the gen 
era! staff and the war college, with In 
subordination and Im propriety of offi­ 
cial conduct; with charging, by 
In 
nuendo, the chief of staff with Im­ 
proper m otives; 
with habitual rude­ 
ness and ill temper, with Intolerance 
of subordination and readiness to im ­ 
pugn the mofives of Intelligence 
of 
associates; and with m aking official 
com m unications the occasion for con­ 
tem ptuous com m ents and 
as|>erslons 
upon fellow officers; and 
for 
Insol­ 
ence to superiors." 
Stim son's Statem ents Baseless. 
The com m ittee finds tha t "the as­ 
sertions of the secretary of w ar as to 
the m eaning and intention of General 
Ainsworth or Ills Impugning the fair­ 
ness and intelligence of the secretary 
of war are without foundation,” so far 
np disclosed by papers sen t tbe com ­ 
mittee. 
"Your com m ittee can only conclude 
from the records,” 
Is 
the 
finding, 
“that, those charges and accusations 
had their origin In prejudice, if not 
vindictiveness, and a determ ination to 
drive General Ainsworth from active 
service, and have nothing to support 
them but bare assertion coupled with 
m isrepresentation 
and 
tbe 
suppres­ 
sion of the truth. 
"It Is incredible to your com m ittee 
that the secretary of w ar or any In­ 
telligent adviser of his 
could 
have 
mnde these accusations In the honest 
belief that General 
A insw orth 
was 
guilty of any one 
of 
the 
offenses 
charged against him w ith 
such 
un­ 
necessary vehemence and couched In 
such 
intem perate 
language. 
Some 
other reason must have actuated the 
secretary of war in m aking them and 
that other reason is not hard to find. 
"Y our eominlftee, 
being 
familiar 
with all the different phases of 
the 
legislative features In the arm y ap­ 
propriation bill can very readily ac­ 
count for this violent assault on Gen­ 
eral Ainsworth. 
On May 17, 1911, in 
response to n summons from this com­ 
mittee, and not at his own suggestion 
General 
Ainsworth appeared 
before 
this com m ittee for a hearing on the 
bill then pending to fix the term 
of 
enlistment in the arm y at five years 
He expressed 
himself 
frankly 
and 
freely In favor of the m easure and his 
reasons for favoring the hill were so 
cogent, so convincing and so clearly 
stated as to carry conviction of their 
soundness to the mind of m any 
If 
not to those of most of the m em bers 
of the comm ittee.
